New Russian Film Is Causing 
Cultural, Cinematic Shocks

MOSCOW- ; April • 4 CWP). — A 
realistic new' movie with' strong 
religious overtones and . a gloomy, 
violent ending has oansed a sen£a- : 
tion in Moscow. The '^zdtonedt 
is not surprising, since -Ihe^flhn^ 
contradicts most of the roles of 
-Soviet - edn^natography 'arid ' of- 
Gcial eufturaa 'pollc^. - * • • -. • ! 

The movie appeals : to intellec--- 
tuals and 1 o rifi riary .people aWce 
and is drawing huge audiences 
to 53 Moscow theaters: Many of 
the ordinary viewers seem- shocked 
by the .bloody- pessimistic' end-, 
lng, and the intellectuals dispute 
the film’s philosophical positions, 
but there is general agreement 
that it is the best Soviet Him in 
years. . -v . 

A Western moviegoer. -. would, 
probably agree. The' film. "Kalina 
Krasnaya” (“The Red Snowball 
Tree”!, is well-made and superbly 
acted. It succeeds in. conveying 
a credible porbatt trf Soviet life . 
—a rare achievement in movies 
here. 

How the, film was mad^, and 
why it was approved for wide 
distribution, are mysteries. “Kalina ' 
Krasnaya" seems utterly out of 
step with the current, doctrines, 
of “Socialist realism, - " and its im- 
plicit pessimism is far from the. 
conventional wisdoms of Marxism— 
Lenin ism. - Yet, according to a. 
rumor widely believed by well- 
informed Muscovites, one of the 
senior officials of the Soviet 
Union— a member of the ruling 
Politburo of the communist party 
—personally approved the movie. 

Flattering -Reviews - 

An unusual series of flattering . 
reviews hi official newspapers 
have . provided circumstantial 
evidence that the movie enjoys 
a special kind of official blearing. 

Many intellectuals attribute the 
film's ft f fl ff ifli success to the fact 
that it ■ was made by VaeQy 
Shukshin. a man of many talents 
and humbler rural primps. ! 
Shukshin wrote “Kalina Kr&S- 
naya ” directeLit and' played the 
main role.

Britain to Release

Unresolved Question 

The resolution of the Presidents 
tax problems, which stemmed 
from alleged improper deductions 
of $483,018 for the gift of his 
vice-presidential papers to the 
National Archives and failure to 
list as income proceeds from the 
sale and improvement of his 
residences, stm left unresolved the 
question of what to do with Mr. 
Nixon’s donation to the archives. 

The congreffitoaal pa nel’s re- 
port said the deductions for the 
gift of the papers should not be 
allowed because it was made 
after the deadline for such write- 
offs. 

Mr. Warren was asked if the 
President might reclaim the pa- 
pers. At a news conference a 
few months, ago, Mr. Warren said 
that they had probably increased 
. in value.-in recent years. 

“X understand that there is a 
question about that, at least in 
tt>e minds of the archivists,” Mr. 

. Warren said. 

- -- The President would abide by 
any decision the archivists, and 
others make that is “ proper and 
relevant," he said. 

The spokesman said. “There is 
no indication from IRS that there 
Is any continuing investigation. 
We are confident, there is none.”

House issued on Dec. 8 said Mr.

Nearly half of the Presi- 
dent’s net worth was tied up in 
' real estate, the report showed, 
the remainder in bank accounts 
of 8432374, savings bonds total- 
ing $3,975 and a cash value of 
$63,519 in life insurance. The tax 
bin Mr. Nixon laces .would vir- 
tually wipe oat his c a sh assets. 

This morning, following the 
meeting of the Joint Committee 
on Tntamal Revenue Taxation, a 
Republican member, Sen.

WASHINGTON, April 4 fAP>. 
—The worst US. tornado disaster 
in 49 years left at least 320 dead 
and thousands injured or homeless 
today. There were also eight 
deaths in Canada. 

President Nixon declared five 
states federal disaster areas. 

“The destruction, the devasta- 
tion is unbelievable," Vice-Pres- 
ident Ford said after survey leg 
damaged areas of Ohio from a 
plane. 

The storms that struck late 
yesterday and early today hit 10 
Southern and Midwestern states 
and Ontario. Whole com- 
munities were turned Into piles 
of rubble; bah! the town of 
Xenia. Ohio, was wiped out: more 
t han 30 buildings at the Army's 
Redstone Arsenal, near Hunts - 
-jv&le, Ala., were destroyed or 
damaged. 

Acting in response to pleas 
from state officials, Mr. Nixoo 
declared Alabama, Kentucky, 
Ohio. Indiana and Tennessee 
disaster areas, making thwn 
eligible for major federal aid. 
Deputy presidential Press Secre- 
tary Gerald Warren said, "It's 
quite likely there will be other 
disaster declarations later." 

At the time the tornadoes were 
striking, there also was a mild 
ww thipiafcf. jn tJha Midwest, 
centered in Springfield. IU-, but 
there were no reports of injuries 
or major property damage. 

The National Weather Service 
issued new tornado alerts far 
parts, of ntnn states— Alabama, 
Georgia, North und South Caro- 
lina, New York, Pennsylvania. 
Massachusetts, Maryland and 
Virginia. But forecasters the 
weather conditions later today 
not the. same pa those that - 
’"produced the swiftly moving 
storms. 

‘Jnst Unbelievable* 

Mr. Ford said after his tour: 
"I could see huge swaths cut by 
the tornadoes and it is just un- 
believable— you can see where the

Officials in Kentucky reported 
80 dead; Ainham* reported 72;

8; North 
Carolina, 5; A.nrh<^nn 3 ; Illinois, 
2: Virginia, 1. and West Vir- 
ginia, 1. 

Bill O'Brien, an insurance ad- 
justor who visited Xenia, Ohio, 
said, "This is one of the worst 
tornadoes I have seen iru.my 
18 years m the business!" Of- 
ficials in Xenia, where at least 
27 persons died, said they could 
not even find a place for Mr. 
O'Brien to set up headquarters. 
“Most all of our buildings are 
down," the mayor explained. 



Authorities moved slowly along 
debris-dogged roads, hunting lor 
victims buried in the wreckage 
of homes and businesses. Power 
lines were knocked down; tele- 
phones were out; essential ser- 
vices cut off. State officials ask- 
ed for federal aid. 

The storms struck at homes, 
schools, businesses and churches. 
Central State University In Xenia 
-was dosed until further notice 
because of the storms; a Baptist 
minister in Jasper, Ala., died 
when a tornado struck the church 
as be was conducting a weekly 
prayer service.

damag e in its 40-year history. 
“Even when we get power restor- 
ed on our lines, there will still 
be a lot of damage and [cuts in] 
local power distribution systems," 
a spokesman said. 

“We’ve got [cuts] on live of our 
10300,000-volt lines," he said. 
“These lines are the backbone of 
our system. We’ve got all avail- 
able crewmen and manpower out 
trying to make repairs, but wc 
can t say when service will be 
restored." 

Kentucky Gov. Wendell Ford 
declared the state a disaster area 
and, like several other governors, 
asked for federal help. "This is 
probably the most tragic day in 


Kentucky history,” the governor 
said. 

Gov. George Wallace of Ala- 
bama. appealing to Mr. Nixon for 
federal funds, said bis state suf- 
fered “extensive, devastating dam- 
age” from tornadoes that struck 
at least 16 counties. State police 
said 90 percent of the city of 
Huntsville was without power. 

National Guardsmen were mo- 
bilized in Ohio and Indiana to 
prevent looting and to help in 
rescue work. The Red Cross said 
800 disaster workers and nurses 
were on duty in storm-struck 
areas. 

The tornadoes that hit Ala- 
bama also left at Least 900 per- 
sons injured; more than 1.000 were 
hurt in Indiana; officials in Ten- 
nessee said that the number of 
injured was somewhere in the 
hundreds. 

Worst Since 1925 

The senes of storms was the 
worst since March 18. 1925. when 
tornadoes cut through Missouri, 
Illinois and Indiana, killing 689 
persons. In recent years, a tor- 
nado in the Midwest on April 11, 
1965. left 271 dead. 

Monticello. a town of 4,800 
persons in northern Indiana, was 
among those differing severe 
damage. The five-block down- 
town area surrounding the court- 
house was practically demolished. 
There were eight confirmed dead. 

The Bryan mam." .luring 
plant was directly In the twister’s 
path. About 140 persons were on 
duty when the storm hit; at least 
one was killed: almost everyone 
else was injured. 

‘'From the time the first win- 
dow cracked it couldn't have 
lasted more than six or seven 
seconds.” a woman said. 

Merlin Finnell. a junior high 
school teacher, left home to visit 
his sister-in-law five minutes be- 
fore the storm hit.

Simple Service Held for Pompidou

PARIS, April 4 (WP).— TWO 
leading contenders to succeed 
Georges Pompidou as pres i d en t 
threw their hats into the ring 
today within hours of the private 
Paris funeral service for Mr. Pom- 
pidou and his burial in a small 
village cemetery. 

* The total lack of publicity sur- 
rounding the Ee- Saint- Louis re- 
quiem mara and tho burial at 
OrvDliers, 35 miles to the south- 
west, was in keeping with Mr. 
Pompidou's express orders. It 
was enforced by large numbers 
of police. 

In the absence of any known 
political testament, Mr. Pompi- 
dou’s potential successors lost 
little time making their candi- 
dates known. 

Even before National Assembly 
speaker Edgar Faure finished 
reading his homage to the late 
President in Parliament this 
afternoon, former Prime Minister 
Jacques Chaban-Delmas declared 
he was running. 

And within minutes, Mr. Faure, 
q pnmirwi Gaullist of Centrist 
convictions and 10 times a min- 
ister under the Fourth and Fifth 
Republics, followed suit. 

His apparent aim was to rally 
dissident Ganlllsts. Centrists in 
and out of the ruling coalition 
and even right-wing Socialists to 
his banner, which in the part has 
meant many to many men. 

Five fringe contenders for- 
mally entered the arena today: 
right-wing Gaullist Christian 
Fbuchet, rightists Jean-Marie 
Le Pen and Alain Bousquet, and 
extreme leftists Arlette Laguiller 
and Alain Krivine. 

Earlier In the day, the Com- 
munist party Central Committee 


all but formally declared in favor 
of Socialist leader Francois Mit- 
ter&nd as sole leftist candidate 
of their coalition, which also in- 
cludes a left-wing Centrist group.

Prime Minister Harold Wilson’s 
signature on a document in a 
£1 -million >92.4 million) land 
deal. 

But a promised statement to 
Parliament by Mr. Wilson on the 
Incident, which has touched off 
a political furor in Britain, failed 
to materialize. 

Conservative and Labor party 
members of Parliament continued 
to demand a statement after Mr. 
Wilson left the House of Com- 
mons chamber. Finally, Edward 
Short, leader of the House of 
Commons, said he would pass on 
the request. 

Wilson’s Polities! Secretary 

The incident exploded earlier 
this week with press reports 
about a £1 -million land deal in 
which Mr. Wilson's political sec- 
retary, Mrs. Marcia Williams, and 
her brother and sister allegedly 
were involved. 

The newspaper stories did not 
allege that anything Illegal had 
been done or that Mr. Wilzon 
himself was involved personally. 

But the London Daily Mail as- 
serted that Mr. Wilson's signa- 
ture was forged on a letter con- 
nected with the deal, written on 
his personal House of Commons 
letterhead while he was leader 
of the opposition before the Feb. 
28 general election. 

Mr. Wilson yesterday filed libel 
suits against both the Daily Mail 
and Daily Express. 

A statement from his lawyers 
said: "Neither as prime minister 
nor as leader of the opposition 
nor in any other capacity was 
Mr. Wilson involved in any way 
in any of these transactions.” 

Britain’s tough libel laws made 
it difficult for newspapers to 
comment further on the case. 

But political commentators said 
that, although there were no 
allegations that the reported land 
deal was in any way illegal, it 
was a highly embarrassing issue 
for Mr. Wilson's Labor party, 
which fiercely attacked land and 
property speculation during the 
recent election. 

Scotland Yard, in announcing 
that it was launching a probe 
into the alleged forgery of Mr. 
Wilson’s signature, said that two 
of its top detectives, Comdr. 

Robert Huntley and Detective 


Chief Superintendent Alan Jones, 
were assigned to It. 

Mr. Wilson made only one in- 
direct reference to the case in 
Parliament. In reply to a ques- 
tion about property speculation, 
he said: "If you are trying to 
follow the smears of the Tory 
press, I will say this— anybody 
knows the difference between 
property speculation and land 
reclamation.” 

The land sold by Mrs. Williams 
and members of her family was 
industrial land for reclamation. 


77 Are Killed 
In Botswana 
Crash of DC-4 

GABORONE, Botswana, April 4 
fReuters) . — Seventy-seven persons, 
most of them Malawi miners, died 
today when a DC-4 aircraft crash- 
ed after takeoff from Francistowc 
Airport, in northeast Botswana. 

There were seven survivors 
among the 84 persons aboard the 
plane, which was carrying the 
miners home to Malawi from the 
South African goldfields. 

The dead included 75 miners, 
the captain and first officer of 
the aircraft. 

Franc istown police said there 
were Indications that an engine 
caught fire during takeoff and 
that the pilot apparently tried to 
turn back to the airport to make 
an emergency landing. 

Airport officials said that the 
aircraft disintegrated and most 
of the bodies of the victims were 
burned to ashes. 

The four-engine, propeller- 
driven aircraft crashed into heavy 
bush on a farm about two miles 
from the airport. 

One of the first persons on the 
scene. Dr. JB. Moeti, told re- 
porters; "It was really blazing 
away. All those who got out were 
thrown clear.” 

Two of the survivors were in 
serious condition with third- 
degree bums. The others were 
in satisfactory condition. 

The flight was part of a routine 
service operated by Wenela Air 
Services on behalf of the South 
African Chamber of Mines re- 
cruiting organization.

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Congress Tax TJnitfs Staff 
Proud of Being Nonpartisan

WASHINGTON, April 4 'NYT*. 
—The staff of the Joint Commit- 
tee on internal Revenue Taxa- 
tion. which conducted the four- 
month study of President Nixon’s 
tax returns, is an unusual non- 
partisan unit In a congressional 
machine that normally runs on 
politics. 

It prides itself on its profes- 
sionalism and it is so nonpartisan 
that new staff members are not 
even asked whether they are 
Republicans or Democrats. 

The staff of 30 lawyers, econo- 
mists, statisticians and accoun- 
tants exists primarily to assist .he 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and the Senate Finance 
Committee in the writing of tax 
legislation. 

But because tax matters are so 
complex, the senators and repre- 
sentatives rely heavily for guid- 
ance on the joint committee's 
staff and particularly on Its chief, 
Laurence Woodworth, a 56 -year - 
old Ohioan. Mr. Woodworth is 
generally credited with knowing 
more about the TJB. tax code 
than anyone else on Capitol Hill 
and with being able to explain 
it In clear English and with in- 
finite patience. 

Picks Own Staff 

On most congressional com- 
mittees key senators and repre- 
sentatives often have the final 
say on who gets hired, but the 
joint committee's two Democratic 
chairmen. Sen. Russell Long of 
Louisiana and Rep. Wilbur Mil's 
of Arkansas, have given ' Mr. 
Woodworth the freedom to pick 
his staff. 

“The staff is selected on a pro- 
fessional basis under specific qua- 
lifications and we never inquire 
into their politics," Mr. Wood- 
wortfa said Tuesday after an all- 
day meeting with the Ways and 
Means Committee on the oil 
depletion allowance. 

Mr. Woodworth, who has been 
chief of staff since 1964, is only 
the third staff director the joint 
committee has had since it was 
created In 1926. Congress set it 
up to supervise the government'!!

ADDIS ABABA. Ethiopia, April

— Secretary of Defense James 
Schleslnger estimates that it 
would cost the Soviet Union be- 
tween $30 billion and $45 billion 
over a seven-year period if Mos- 
cow decided to replace 1.400 cl 
Its most modem land-based nus- 
siles with bigger and better ver- 
sions now being tested. 

Yet even this investment. Mr. 

Schleslnger said, will no: provide 
the Soviet Union with an abilit: 
to launch a “high-confidence” 
attack against Americas n^ssile 
forces. 

This is in part because the 
United states would be iorced 
to take counteractions in the in- 
terim if the arms race is not 
checked through negotiations, he 
said. It also Is due in part to 
lingering uncertainties about mis- 
sile accuracy in the “real world'’ 

of an actual attack which wouid 
cause doubts in the mind of any 
“rational leader.” he says. 

The Pentagon chief's Ir.ieit re- 
marks on the nuclear arms 
balance were made public yes- 
terday with the release of tes- 
timony in closed session .March 4 
before a Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions subcommittee. 

The hearing was held before 
Secretary of State Henry Kissm- 
eer went to Moscow and failed 
to reach agreement on general 
concepts for a new arms treaty. 

The defense secretary made :t 
clear that the United Slates 
wants to limit the amount of 
throw- weight— or overall lifting 
power — in the Soviet arsenal. 

If the Russians do replace their 
old missiles, he said, they could 
have about 12 million pounds of 
throw-weight, equal to 7.000 to 
&.GOO individual nuclear warheads 
each with an explosive power 
equivalent to 1 million to 2 mil- 
lion tons of TNT. The 1.000- 
m issue U-5. Minute man force has 
roughly 2.000 to 3.000 multiple, 
independently targeted warheads 
of much smaller size. 

“A discrepancy of 6 to 1 in their 
favor is not essential equivalence.” 

Mr. Schleslnger said. “If it were 
3 to 2. it might be quite different.” 
he said, reflecting a view that 
exact balance is not mandatory. 

“That is the essence of armed 
civility,” he said. “We would con- 
centrate in the long run or. the 
throw-weight Issue rather than 
on the [missile] numbers issue,” 
where the Ruslans also have a 
lead. 

Mr. Schleslnger also made it 
clear that the United States be- 
lieves that large-scale Soviet de- 
ployment of their large new mis- 
sile. the SS-18 — which can carry 
between four and eight indepen- 
dently targetable warheads — 
would be very destabilizing, in the 


iense that a large amount of 
striking power concentrated In a 
small number of missiles presents 
the temptation to use those mis- 
fciies quickly against an opposing 
force. 

Mr. Schlesinger warned that the 
united States would have to move 
quickly “to nip In the bud” the 
Russian deployment of some por- 
tion of its new missile farce. He 
atimated. however, that it may 
take the Russians until the 1980s 
before they achieve “a degree ol 
accuracy and reliability in these 
rnevj systems that could cause 
s a overall imbalance between 
their forces and those of the 
Unjied States.”

XJ.S. Study Finds Devil-Belief 
Rising With Mood of Stress 


NEW YORK. April 4 fAP>.— 
A new study shows an increas- 
ing proportion of Americans are 
certain of the existence of the 
devil Most of them regard pres- 
ent-day conditions as threaten- 
ing and likely to get worse. 

Those are among previously un- 
published findings ol national 
survey data gathered by the 
Center for Policy Research, an 
independently funded ageney a 
which studies social trends. 

The results show that the pro- 
portion of the UH. population 
completely convinced that the 
devil exists has risen in tune 
years from 37 to 48 percent, with 
20 percent more considering his 
existence probable. 

Dr. Clyde Nunn, the center's 
senior research associate, attrib- 
utes the increased belief in the 
devil to a mood of “uncertainty 
ar.d stress, when things seem to 
be failing apart and resources 
sees limited for coping with it." 

He says that people, frying to 
make sense of the world in such 
circumstances, tend to “look for 
scapegoats” such as the devil. 

“It's precisely the sort of cli- 
mate that could lead to some 
rising demagogue, exploiting the 
smse of evil in the world and 
promising to drive out the devil's 
agents, or to some new round 
of witch-hunting.” Dr. Nunn said.

to be published in a book— involv-

Dr. Nunn, 39, a specialist in 
the sociology of religion, said that 
the study provided comparative 
data for ibe first time on the 
intensity of belief in the super- 
natural. 

Wliile certainty of the devil's 
existence was up 11 percent over 
the similar 1964 survey, the cer- 
tainty of God's existence was 
down 8 percent, dropping from 
77 to 69 percent, although most 
of the others believe in God, but 
with some doubt 

Six percent definitely do not 
believe in God or don’t know- 
double the 3 percent of dis- 
believers nine years ago. 

Although certainty about God 
has declined, certainty about the 
devil shows an “unusual spurt” 
upward. Dr. Nunn said. 

He said that the shifting focus 
on the devil apparently indicated 
a feeling among people that 
events seem without reason or 
good purpose, and that the bal- 
ance of good versus evil had 
“tipped in the direction of evil.” 

Moreover, expectations that 
conditions are going to get worse 
are much higher— 60 percent — 
among those certain of the devil 
than among those discounting his 
existence! Only 23 percent of the 
latter group felt that worse times 
are ahead. 

Those certain of the devil also 
are much more likely than others 
to feel that various forces in 
modem society are seriously 
threatening, including commu- 
nism, crime, high prices and rad- 
icals. 


Hoover Said 
To Seek UN 
Mission Theft 

Ex-Attorney General 
Says He Denied Bid 

WASHINGTON. April 4 <APl. 
—The late J. Edgar Hoover ask- 
ed permission for the FBI to 
burglarize the United Nations 
mission of an unidentified North 
African nation in search of a key 
to break that country's code, 
senators were told yesterday. 

Parmer Attorney General Ram- 
sey Clark says he rejected the re- 
quest and scores of others — In- 
cluding proposals to wiretap Is- 
raeli Foreign Minister Abba Ebon, 
the office of the agricultural 
counselor at the Soviet Embassy 
and the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther 
King jr. 

Mr. Clark testified at the open- 
ing of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee and Judiciary 

Committee hearing into the use 

by the government of national 
security wiretaps Issued without 
judicial warrants. 

Former Attorney General Elliot 
Richardson said he believes the 
President has the inherent consti- 
tutional right to tap the tele- 
phones of members cl Congress, 
newsmen or anyone else without 
warrants If it can be shown there 
is a clear risk to the national 
security. 

Limit Is Asked 

However. Mr. Richardson rec- 
ommended changes in the law to 
limit those rights. 

Mr. Clark, who was attorney 
general from 1966 to 1969. said 
the "inherent powers” Justifica- 
tion for wiretapping at will is 
“dangerous and lawless.” 

Mr. Clark gave this account or 
the request for an FBI burglary at 
the UN: 

"Once Mr. Hoover, apparently 
at the request of the National 
Security Agency, sought approval 
to break into and enter a foreign 
mission at the United Nations to 
procure cryptographic materials 
to facilitate recording of Inter- 
cepted transmission. 

"The request was presented 
with some urgency, rejected and 
presented ag&in on several occa- 
sions.” he said. 

Mr. Clark said that when he 
left office In the beginning of 
1969. there were about 43 wiretaps 
without warrants. He said most 
of them were permanent and had 
been in place since the 1940s and 
that he had authorized no new- 
domestic wiretaps while in office 
under the late President Lyndon 
Johnson.

Torture Training 
Denied by NATO 

BRUSSELS. April 4 (Reuters*. 
—A NATO spokesman said Am- 
nesty International was wrong 
yesterday when it accused North 
Atlantic alliance countries of 
training military personnel in 
torture methods. 

“Amnesty is wrong, as it has 
been in the past, in accusing 
NATO countries of torturing. ’* he 
said in response to an appeal 
from the London-based human 
rights organization for NATO na- 
tions to end training in “torture 
techniques." 

"There have been one or two 
cases of torture during military 
schemes, but these have been ex- 
cesses and were fallowed by legal 
prosecutions. There Is no train- 
ing for torture in most NATO 
nations, and certainly torture is 
rejected by the great majority.”

Only Envoys at Ceremony 

NATO Marks Its 25tli Year; 
Luns, Nixon Appeal for Unity 
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BRUSSELS. April 4 «UPI».— 
NATO celebrated its 2oth anniver- 
sary today with an appeal to 
America to keep its troops in Eu- 
rope and to Europeans to help 
pay lor them. 

The lo-mtmber nations held a 
36-mlnute ceremony at the NATO 
building here. The only speaker 
was NATO Secretary-General 
Joseph Luna. 

He urged both Europe and 
America to make “special efforts'* 
to keep such issues as consulta- 
tion. trade, troop costs and the 
Europeans' search for their own 
separate -identity" from dividing 
Lhe alliance. 

The alliances future depends, 
Mr. Luns said, “on the readiness 
of the European allies to shoulder 
their fair part" of defense spend- 
ing and “on the ability of the 
United States and Canada to 
resist pressures to withdraw U.S. 
and Canadian forces from Eu- 
rope ’* 

Mr. Luns praised the strength 
and longevity of NATO and said 
no alliance with so many mem- 
bers has ever lasted so long. 

The NATO treaty was signed 
in Washington on April 4. 1949. by 
the foreign ministers of Belgium. 
Canada. Denmark. Prance. Ice- 
land. Italy. Luxembourg, the 
Netherlands. Norway. Portugal. 
Britain and the United States. 
They had one purpose: to keep 
the Soviet bloc's armies out of 
Western Europe. Greece and 
Turkey joined the alliance in 1951. 
West Germany was admitted in 
1954. 

Tlie silver anniversary finds the 
b'.oc at one of its lowest points 
since the treaty was signed. 

Originaliy. some allies had 
hoped to mark the birthday by 
signing an “Atlantic declaratior" 
on security— possible at a cere- 
mony later this month attended 
by President Nixon and leaden 
of the other nations. But these 
plans were discarded as a result 
of disputes in NATO that began 
during the Middle East war and 
culminated last month in U.S. 
charges that the Europeans were 
frying to create a separate identi- 
ty "hostile - ' to Washington. Pres- 
ident Nixon said last month that 
there was no point In his going 
to Brussels now. 

Mr. Nixon, in a statement issued 
in Washington today to mark tlie 
anniversary, said NATO nations 
could enlarge the purposes or the 
alliance by *Te invigorating our as- 
sociation to meet the Interrelated 
security, political, economic and 
environmental problems that con- 
front us . . 

While saving that NATO re- 
mained the cornerstone of CJ.tf. 
foreign policy, the President told 
the European member states — 
whom he has criticized severely 
for failing to cooperate politically 
and economically with the United 
States — thit tlie achievements of 
the past must not be sacrificed 
"to the pursuit of national 
interest narrowly conceived.” 

The E rasa els ceremony todav 
was attended by NATO officials, 
the amorasuriors of the 15 natiohs 
ana Belgian government digni- 
taries. Jets from eight nations 
zoomed overhead. Bands from 
Britain and Belgium played. 

NATO has survived crises — most 
notably Frances withdrawal of 
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its troops in 1966 and the sub- 
sequent removal of NATO head- 
quarters from Paris to Brussels. 

Since then, however. France has 
remained an active member ol 
NATO political consultations and 
has made it clear that it would 
side with the alliance in any war. 
Because of French President 
Georges Pompidou's death — and 
his burial on the anniversary day 
—the alliance's IS national flags 
were at half-staff and a NATO 
cocktail party was canceled. 


Brandi Hails NATO 
BONN, April 4 fUPIi.— Chan- 
cellor Willy Brandt said today 
that NATO will continue as an 
Instrument of collective security 
and closer ties between the 
United States and Europe. 

In a radio and television ad- 
dress. he said European unifica- 
tion would not have been possible 
without the alliance. 


India Quietly 
Asks U.S. to 
Resume Aid 

Shortages and Strife 
Lead to Request 

By Bernard Weinraub 

NEW DELHI, April 4 <NYT).— 
India has quietly asked the 
United States to resume aid, a 
move that underlines the anxiety 
here about food shortages and 
the faltering economy. 

In the last month Indian of- 
ficials here and in Washington 
have informed Americans that 
India wants to receive aid again 
and would like to begin discus- 
sions soon on the scope of 
specific projects. 

Major American aid to India 
was broken off. in December 1971, 
when the Nixon administration 
was "tilting” toward Pakistan 
during the war in Bangladesh, 
formerly East Pakistan. Ameri- 
can aid to India since 1950 has 
totaled nearly $10 billion, the 
largest amount of assistance 
given to any country. 

Tjmfr summer, Daniel Mojnlhan, 
the UB. ambassador, presented a 
private “aide memolre" to Indian 
officials saying that Washington 
would be willing to resume as- 
sistance. But it was only in recent 
weeks that the Indian govern- 
ment. facing severe economic 
strains and food shortages, decid- 
ed to ask for renewed, assistance. 
No figures have yet been set. 

Working on Details 

Mr. Moynlhan, who Is now in 
Washington, is said to be working 
on the details of aid far India. 
Some sources here say that aid 
would focus on agriculture, fer- 
tilizer and health projects as well 
as some technical assistance, un- 
der which the mchans would spe- 
cifically select the project and the 
Americans to serve on it. 

Americans here are almost as 
uneasy and nervous about aid as 
the Indians. The Americans insist 
that the aid bureaucracy of the 
19G0s and the flood of technical 
assistance and projects will not 
be revived and that the new pro- 
gram will be muted and carefully 
selected. 

Although American aid in the 
1950 b and 1960s averted famine, 
spurred the “green revolution" 
and resulted in malaria eradica- 
tion— 20 years ago 800.000 Tnrtimw 
died of the disease— Indians have 
said that the assistance crippled 
initiative and proved to be a 
source of humiliation. To the an- 
ger of Americans, the Indians 
also maintain that aid was large- 
ly a vehicle of U.S. dominance 
and that goodwill was a secondary 
motive.

PARIS, April 4 f API. — Gen. 
Georges Revers, 82, former 
French Army chief of' staff, died 
last week. It was announced, yes- 
terday. Gen. Revers fell Into dis- 
grace because he advocated a 
partial French withdrawal from 
Vietnam at the height of the 
French Indochina war. 

In. a secret report on the mili- 
tary situation in Vietnam in 
1949, Gen. Revers denounced the

administration corruption of 
Vietnamese officials and poor 
prospects of victory over the 
Vietnamese Communists. 

The report, sharply contradict- 
ing official policy, was later dis- 
covered in the possession ■ of a 
suspected Vietnamese Communist 
agent arrested in Paris. 

The Gaullist opposition accused 
the government of planning a 
Vietnamese sellout, and Gen. 
Revers retired In December, 
1949.

Kissinger Is Overhauling Foreign Service 


WASHINGTON. April 4 lAF'. 
■—Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer has ordered a large-scale 
overhaul of the career Foreign 
Service. 

As a result, at least 20 percent 
of U. S. diplomats will have 
been moved to out-of-area assign- 
ments by the summer. 

They will include ambassadors, 
deputy chiefs of diplomatic mis- 
sions and others, and Lhe moves 
will enable them "to participate 
more fully in che formulation of 
global foreign policy.” a State 
Department letter to ail em- 
ployees said.

Brecht’s First Play in Paris

turu of the year. ISIS, short - 
I - ’ alter the outbreak ol the so- 
r-,Uicd German Revolution." wrote 
:!iii novel. -u Lion Feuch tunnsei. 
“a very young man came to my 
Munich apartment. He win. thin, 
badly shaved and unkempt In ap- 
pearance. He .-.lunk around the 
walls, spoke Swabian dialect, had 
written a play and lux name was 
Bertolt Brcclit. 

“Unlike moat young authors, 
who on handing over their manu- 
scripts. have a habit ol pointing 
to their bleeding hearts from 
which their work has been tom. 
this young man stressed that he 
had written his play exclusively 
to ranke money." 

Fcuch twang cr read the play 
and. impressed, telephoned the 
beginner to express lus admlra- 
i on and also his doubts that 
t 1- ? piece had beeu written out 
oi material necessity At this the 
ruling author insisted violently 
tint money-making had Inspired 
it. but that he had another pla> 
as well, which was really good 
and that he would bring lo be 
rend. The play concocted lor gold 
was “Tromnien m der Nadu" 

■ Drums in the Night* and the 
ether which the author esteemed 
above it was “Baal." 

“Drums in the Night" ■ which 
la now having its French pre- 
miere ot the Theatre Mccaniquc 
was Brecht’s first success, being 
first performed at the Munich 
Kammersptele in 1922 and later 
at Max Reinhardt’s Deutsches* 
Theater In Berlin. 


“The 24 -year- old poet. Brecht, 
has changed the literary physiog- 
nomy of Germany overnight . . . 
a new tone, a new melody, a 
new vision has entered our tunc." 
commented the critic Herbert 
IliiTUVr. 

“Drums In the Night" takes 
the Enoch Arden theme Hint war 
M3 popular in the post World 
War I years: the belated reap- 
pearance ul a soldier believed to 
have been killed iu action. It 
was the subject of Leonard 
Frank’s “Karl and Anna" and ol 
Toiler’s ’Hlnkcmaxin." both of 
the same period. 

Brecht;* protagonist. Kraglcr. 
comes back after long captivity 
in Aincii tu find that his fiancee 
is engaged to a repulsive profi- 
teer. During the engagement, 
party, held in a bar. while the 
t hooting of the Spailacus rising 
can be hoard from the streets. 
Krtgler appears like a ghost from 
the past to demand his girl back. 
Pregnant from her affair with 
the shady profiteer, she still loves 
Kraglcr but cannot bear to con- 
fess what has happened and 
sends him away. 

Kraglcr stumbles through the 
night as the drums of the doom- 
ed revolution sound. His faithless 
fiancee pursues him. He is about 
to join the rebels when she finds 
him. confesses her disloyalty and 
begs his forgiveness. Kraglcr 
showers abuse upon her but takes 
her back, deriding that he pre- 
fers a comfortable life with a 
tarnished bride to heroic death, 
"Every man. feels best in his own 
skin.” he remarks. “I am a swine 


and the svrine goes home." As the 
Brecht scholar. Martin Esslin. 
sums it up. the play Is a fierce 
rejection of all hlghsounding 
cant, whether militarist or rev- 
olutionary. 

“Drums in the Night" is uow 
a lialf-century old. In some de- 
tails it betrays its age. belong- 
ing very definitely to the Ger- 
man expressionism of the 1920s. 
but it retains sufficient dramatic 
force to emerge as more than a 
mere curio. Its dramatis perso- 
nae. as was the Brecht method, 
border on grotesque caricature 
and must be fitted into the in- 
tended theatrical cartoon drawn 
with black humor. This. alas, lias 
not been accomplished at the 
T h&Lre Mccanlque where the 
play, evidently having been mis- 
taken for n slice-o 1-death piece 
about the ingratitude heaped on 
a returned soldier. Is being acted 
In a gruff realistic manner with < 
an excess of bellowing attempt- 
ing to enliven a deadweight pro- 
duction.

It is Increasingly evident that 
what the experimental theaters 
most badly need are manuscript 
scouts. Wliy. for example, were 
we hustled into. the cellar audito- 
rium of the Theatre d’Art. 
beneath the Chatelet. last night 
to be harangued by Dimitri Kol- 
latas about Philippe Petaip? Has 
the case of Feta in anything to 
do with current politics? If so. 
the author neglects to relate the 
two and one wonders what the 
object of the trying' rehash may 
be.

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France’s New Future 


Charles de Gaulle was once described as 
*a man of the day-before-yesterday and of 
the day-after-tomorrow." President Georges 
Pompidou, the aide -97110111 fie made prime 
minister and privately named as his presi- 
dential successor — then disowned, unsuccess- 
fully — was a man for today. 

Simple but tafghtly literate, warm but 
Shrewd, a moderate conservative, pragmatic 
in all thin gs, he will be remembered as the 
man who seized the scepter when the general 
Jell and who consolidated the Gaullist revolu- 
tion. He led France toward the center at 
home and, until his last year, toward the 
unity of West Europe, opening for Britain 
the door to the Common Market that De 
Gaulle had kept closed. 

The tragedy is that, like the general, he 
tiling to power too long, after a debilitating 
illness had sapped his energy and patience. 
Political setbacks contributed to the strain. 
While heavy losses in last year's parliamen- 
tary election stUI left his coalition govern- 
ment with a majority, the Gaullists as such 
became again a minority party in the 
National Assembly. There has more recently 
been a drift to the left, particularly as the 
energy crisis has began to slow growth and 
raise prices. 

‘T get more Gaullist every day.” President 
Nixon reportedly said in greeting France's 
President in Iceland last May. “And me, less 
3nd less, they say in France," Mr. Pompidou 
replied. Uke the general, whose myth was 
that he was above politics. Mr. Pompidou 
never formally joined the Gaullist party, but 
he dominated its activities nevertheless. He 
insisted from the day he became prime min- 
ister that a broad coalition with center, and 
center-right, parties, all favorable to a united 
Europe, was an essential underpinning to 
stability even when the Gaullists themselves 
held a majority in the National Assembly. 

But. more recently, his chief political con- 
cerns were to preserve the cohesion of his 
power base, the Gaullist party, his leadership 
of it and his control over the succession, as 
his followers began to press for a resignation 
that would bring an early Section under 
Gaullist management. A harder, more 
nationalist line toward the United States 


and his European partners, put forward in 
acid terms by his new foreign minister, 
Michel Jobert, helped appease traditional 
Gaullists and neutralize Communist and 
left-SocIalist critics. 

The outlook now is for six weeks of uncer- 
tainty. The Gaullist party is more or less 
united behind former Prime Minister Jacques 
Chafian-Delmas. a liberal pro - European, 
friendly to the United states. But the leader 
of the Independent Republicans, finance 
Minister Valery Glscard d'Estaing. the Gaul- 
lists’s chief ally In the coalition, has long 
had presidential ambitions and may split 
the vote in the first round of the election. 

The Socialist leader, Francois Mitterand, 
will be a formidable opponent. With sup- 
port from the Communists and some of the 
center-left, he won 45 percent of the vote 
when he ran against Gen. Gaulle in 1965. 
Since then, he has reorganized the Socialist 
party, built both organizational strength and 
public backing and shaped a more formal 
alliance with the Communists, whose elec- 
toral power he now can match or possibly 
exceed. A left victory cannot be ruled out. 
It would lead to a dash with the Gaullist 
majority in the National Assembly and a 
considerable period of political confusion, 
with new parliamentary elections likely at 
an early date. 

Election of Mr. Chaban-Delmas or Mr. 
Glscard d'Estaing would bring another Gaul- 
list coalition government, with substantial 
center support, little immediate change at 
home and the likelihood of more moderate 
policies abroad. Including a more concilia- 
tory attitude toward France's European 
partners and the United States, similar to 
President Pompidou's before his Illness. 

There is no center party candidate capable 
of challenging both the Socialist-Co mmunis t 
and the Gaullist coalitions at this time. 
Gen. de Gaulle succeeded in breaking up the 
center parties and polarizing the country, 
not into an effective two-party system, but 
into a Gaullist coalition and a left capable 
of coming to power only with Communist 
support. The dangers are obvious, both tor 
France and the Atlantic Alliance.

Sen. Buckley’s Letter 


Sen. James L. Buckley of New York takes 
Strong exception (today's Letters) to some 
remarks mads in The Washington Post 
editorial OHT, March 21) concerning his call 
for President Nixon’s resignation. Although 
the offering editorial quoted freely from Mr. 
Buckley's text and enclosed all such material 
■within the confines of quotation marks, the 
senator expresses concern that some readers 
may have taken an italicized sentence (with- 
out quotation marks) in which we para- 
phrased his argument to be a direct quota- 
tion from him. We don’t know why readers 
would have: we didn't intend that they 
should; and we hope that they did not. 

So we apologize to any reader who took 
that sentence to be a quotation from Sen. 
Buckley. It was, on the contrary, a char- 
acterization of his argument — and an ac- 
curate one, despite the senator’s complaint. 
For however Sen. Buckley now chooses to 
describe the content of his statement, he did 
in fact rest his preference for a presidential 
resignation in large part on a view that the 
constitutionally prescribed process for re- 
moval of a president from office— namely. 
Impeachment proceedings — was too risky for 
the nation to undergo. And, having de- 
scribed a prospective Senate impeachment 
trial variously as some kind of "Roman cir- 
cus" and some kind of “melodrama” in 
which “the most sordid dregs dug up by the 
Watergate miners would inflame the pas- 
sions of the domestic audience,” Sen. Buck- 
ley professes himself at a loss to understand 
where we got the idea that he didn't have 
much confidence in the rectitude of his col- 
leagues or the maturity of the public. 

Sen. Buckley seems mistakenly to assume 
from what we said that we are opposed 
to a presidential resignation (or even a call 
for one» under any circumstances and that 
* 2 * we are so opposed because we are lust- 
ing alter Mr. Nixon's humiliation in an Im- 
peachment trial. He is wrong on both counts. 
But since we despair of effectively explain- 
ing our position to anyone who has such an 
abysmal view of our motives, we will go at 


it another way. We win call witnesses whom 
Sen. Buckley respects: Sen. Barry Gold- 
water, Sen. Jesse Helms, Sen. Strom Thur- 
mond and Sen. Carl Curtis, for example. 
These are among the people who rejected 
Mr. Bnckley’s proposal and to whom we must 
assume he does not impute moral and intel- 
lectual squalors of the kind he Imputes to 
us. Sen. Helms put It this way: 

“If the President is guilty, then I agree 
with Sen. Buckley that Mr. Nixon should 
resign. But If Mr. Nixon is innocent, as 
he claims to be, I feel it would be de- 
structive to the long-range best interests 
of the country for him to yield to the 
rising clamor.” 

Sen. Goldwater had this to say: 

“If any evidence of criminal acts on the 
part of the President is proven I will 
change my position and support the Buck- 
ley proposal.” 

You will notice that both men hinge the 
possibility of a presidential resignation to the 
establishment of evidence that Richard 
Nixon has in fact done something demon- 
strably and seriously wrong. Surely that 
should be a condition of any presidential 
resignation of the kind we are discussing (as 
distinct from a resignation or stepping aside 
on grounds of disability as provided for in 
the 25th Amendment). And surely the 
studied ahsence of any such suggestion is 
the principal flaw of Mr. Buckley’s position 
as he stated it on March 19. In fact the 
senator went out of his way to state his con- 
viction that resignation would not be taken 
as evidence of any wrongdoing or even 
weakness on Mr. Nixon's part. And in his 
letter to us today he again describes his 
reason for thinking that Mr. Nixon should 
leave office as proceeding from a “crisis of 
confidence” — a public state of mind, if you 
will — and not from any act committed by 
Mr. Nixon. That is why the suggestion made 
so little sense to us. And that is why it 
still does.

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The Saga of Nixon’s Back Taxes 


By Anthony Lewis 


W ASHINGTON— T h e sudden 
denouement of President 
Nixon's tax saga is another in a 
series of seemingly endless na- 
tional shocks. It is not just the 
total amount the congressional 
staff found due, a staggering 
5418,431 without penalties, or the 
$432,787 plus interest that the 
President has agreed to pay on 
demand of the Internal Revenue 
Service. It is the petty, the very 
petty, details of the ways tax 
was avoided. 

In deducting 25 percent of all 
the operating expenses of his 
home In San Clemente, Calif., 
Nixon included a portion of the 
cost of watering a three-hole golf 
course in 1969 and 1970. He took 
depreciation on a $2,369 cre- 
denza used at Key Biscayne. He 
deducted $5,391 spent in 1969 
for food, beverages, decorations 
and rentals at “Miss Tricia 
Nixon's masked ban," as the re- 
port put it. He deducted $23,576 
far what the report called “food 
expenses of the Pint Family 
while at Key Biscayne, San Cle- 
mente and Camp David." 

The figures and the facts are 
the more telling because of the 
notably dispassionate, indeed 
dry. tone of the report. The 
staff of the Joint Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation is 
known for its utter avoidance of 
partisanship, and no one could 
read this extensive report with- 
out recognizing that It had held 
to that standard. 

Cards and Flowers 

The staff made a point of ob- 
serving that the President could 
properly have taken some deduc- 
tions, for example to buy Christ- 
mas cards or flowers for public 
gifts, if his lawyers had advanced 
some substantiation of those pur- 
poses. They did not. 

Again, in finding that $92,298 
in improvements at the Key Bis- 
cayne and San Clemente res- 
idences were primarily for 
Nixon's benefit, the report em- 
phasized that it was not making 
any judg m ent on the propriety 
of the gover nm e n ta l spending. 
It said only that the money must 
be regarded as income to Nixon, 
as must $27,105 in government 
air trips provided for bis family 
and friends. 

On the largest and most im- 
portant issue— the deductions for 
Nixon’s alleged gift of $576,000 
In personal papers to the nation 
— the committee staff made com- 
pendious legal and factual find- 
ings against allowing the claimed 
deduction. It agreed with the 
many outside tax lawyers and 
scholars who hod written on the 
subject, on issue after issue: 
whether the papers were really 
conveyed to the National Ar- 
chives before the tax deduction 
cutoff date of July 25, 1969, 
whether Nixon retained a prop- 
erty interest In them, whether 
the deed was properly signed 
and so on. 

Just why the President's aides 
tried to delay the congressional 
report’s publication Is mystifying. 
In any event, Nixon always had 
to deal with the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. It had agents 
working closely with the Joint 
Committee investigation, and it 
would almost certainly have felt 
obligated to serve deficiency no- 
tices on him if he failed to pay 
the amounts indicated — or most 
of them— voluntarily. 

No Fraud Charge 

Indications are that the IRS 
has ruled out a fraud charge, 
either clvH or criminal. The 
committee staff carefully took no 
position on that, or on the lesser 
penalties for negligence, but it 
did raise an eyebrow here and

there about the behavior of 
Nixon's onetime tax lawyers. 
After saying that It had no evi- 
dence on the President’s knowl- 
edge of the doubled deed, the 
report observed that It was sign- 
ed by an assistant counsel in the 
White House on April 10, 1970, 
“the same day Nixon signed the 
tax returns.” 

A finding of negligence would 
have added a 5 percent penalty 
to the deficiencies, brin g in g the 
congressional total due with in- 
terest to $490,079. Civil fraud 
would have added 50 percent to 
all the dgfiRiBntriwi (whether in- 
dividually fraudulent or not) and 
would suspend the statute of 
limitations on the 1969 return to 


make Interest due there, bringing 
the grand total due to $739,175. 

Beyond the trouble for Richard 
Nixon and the proper concern of 
the country far his tax probity, 
the report of the Joint Commit- 
tee staff should sound an ex- 
tremely serious alarm far the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. 

J 69 Return 

The service never investigated 
Nixon’s 1969 return, letting the 
statute of limitations run out 
despite the enormous claim for 
deductions on the doubtful gift 
of papers.

Sen. Backley Replies 

In your (Washington post] 
editoria l “Se n. Buckley’s State- 
ment” CEHT, March 2D you cor- 
■ rectly quote me as in no way 
implying guile in my call far the 
President's resignation. Your an- 
swer is “Then why the hell 
should he resign?" You follow 
this question with: “...for the 
good of the nation. Sen. Buckley 
replies and in order to spare us 
the burden and pain oj due pro- 
cess . in order fo avoid the risk 
our Founding Fathers so thought- 
lessly seem to have built into the 
Constitution . . (italics in the 
original*. 

I fear that some of your 
readers might get the mistaken 
impression that the words in 
italics were taken directly from 
my speech. They were not. nf 
course, nor do they in any way 


convey the substance of anything 
I have said concerning the 
desirability of resignation on the 
part of the President. They are, 
instead, your wards and your 
thoughts; and to speak charita- 
bly, I question the professional- 
ism of their having been imput- 
ed to me. 

You further state that I do 
not have “much faith” in “either 
the rectitude of [my] colleagues 
or the maturity of the people in 
the age of electronics.” As proof 
of this you quote a passage from 
my statement in which I (cor- 
rectly) describe the impact here 
and abroad of a protracted, tele- 
vised impeachment trial. How 
these observations can be trans- 
lated Into a lack of faith in the 
rectitude of my colleagues or the 
maturity of the American people, 
you never bother to make clear. 

While the author of your 
editorial goes about zealously 
striking down straw men of his 
own construction he studiously 
ignores my explicit thesis; name- 
ly, that the “Watergate affair" 
has evolved Into a crisis of con- 
fidence from which President 
Nixon cannot recover irrespective 
of any ultimate finding as to 
guilt or Innocence. I stated that 
Watergate had resulted in a “loss 
of faith on the part of the public 
that has eroded his credibility 
and moral authority; a loss that, 
in my judgment, is beyond re- 
pair.” I therefore recommended 
resignation as the one course of 
action that would bring the crisis 
to an end, restore a fully-func- 
tioning presidency, and salvage 
some hope of implementing the 
mandate of the 1792 election. 

The Washington Post notwith- 
standing, a presidential resigna- 
tion subverts neither the Consti- 
tution nor due process. It ought 
not to be necessary to remind 
the editors that resignation is 
specifically contemplated by Arti- 
cle H and the 25th Amendment, 
and that upon leaving office, a 
President becomes fully subject 
to normal Judicial process. 

Under the circumstances, I can 
only wonder whether The Wash- 
ington Past’s extraardihary reac- 
tion to the suggestion of resigna- 
tion reflects a fear that It will 
be cheated of the spectacle of 
£h«» president's public humilia- 
tion; that not satisfied with its 
well-deserved Pultizer prizes. The 
Post is now insisting on a presi- 
dential scalp.

The department said Its whole- 
sale price index for March rose 
a seasonally-adjusted 1-3 percent 
from February, equal to a 153 
percent annual rate of increase. 
The gain in March slightly ex- 
ceeded the adjusted 13 percent 
advance in February, which was 
equal to a 14.4 percent annual 
rate. 

Though substantial, the March 
Increase fell short of the hefty 
surges in the wholesale price in- 
dex in the three months prior to 
February. 

A sharp and widespread in- 
crease in prices of Industrial 
commodities In March more than 
offset a substantial decline in 
prices of farm products and pro-

The industrial commodities in- 
dex last month spurted by an ad- 
justed 23 percent, the largest in- 
crease since last November and 
more than double -the 13 percent 
rise recorded in February. 

The Labor Department reported 
that metal® and. fuels accounted 
for more than half the surge In 
industrial prices last month, but 
increases In a broad range of 
other basic goods also contributed 
to the increase. 

Price increases for metals ac- 
counted for more than one quar- 
ter of the overall rise In industrial 
prices last month. Steel mill 
products rose 53 percent and iron 
and steel scrap surged 14.7 per- 


cent during the month, the de- 
partment said. It also cited sub- 
stantial and widespread increases 
for nodferrous metals, including a 
20.5 percent spurt in nonferrous 
scrap quotations. 

Higher prices for fuels account- 
ed for about one-fourth of the 
overall Industrials Increase, the 
department said. On a seasonal- 
ly-adjusted basis, fuels and re- 
lated products were up 4.8 per- 
cent in March, following a 3 per- 
cent advance in February- 

The Index for farm products 
aud processed foods and feeds 
declined a seasonally-adjusted 2.1 
percent in March after increasing

CM to Buy AMC Engine 
General Motors Corp.. reversing an earlier 
decision, says it Is going to repurchase the tooling 
Tor a V-6 engine froni American Motors Corp. 
And put the engine in 1975-model Buicfr cars. 
GM says the engine has been redesigned and will 
be slightly larger and include a catalytic con- 
verter to meet 1975 pollution standards. All the 
uuto companies are now short of six-cylinder 
engines due to the increased demand for smaller 
cars. American Motors, which purchased the 
tooling for the V-6 from Buick in 1965. proposed 
earlier this year that it reactivate the engine line 
and sell some of the engines to GM. However. 
GM chairman Richard Gerstenberg said in 
February that his company had turned down the 
offer. 

Krupp in Brazilian Venture 
The West German industrial group Krupp, 
through its Brazilian affiliate, will set up a 
8100 million unit near here to produce heavy 
machinery and equipment. Helmut Elenz. direc- 
tor of Krupp Industries Mecanicas. has called 
on governor Rondon Pacheco of the state of 
Minas Gerais to inform him that the project 
has been approved and that work on the plant 
will begin shortly, a government spokesman says. 
The first phase of the operation is scheduled to 
start early next year, and will employ some 
3,000 workers, Mr. Elenz told the governor. The 


plan will produce heavy equipment and machi- 
nery for the mining, steel and transportation 
industries. 

Russians , Mitsubishi Sign Pact 
The Soviet Committee Tor Science and Technol- 
ogy and the Mitsubishi group of Japan have 
signed an agreement on scientific and technical 
cooperation, the Soviet news agency Tass reports. 
The pact covers exchange of patents and 
licences, Joint research and testing of new 
machinery and equipment. Tass says participa- 
tion by Mitsubishi companies in the building of 
a number of industrial complexes in the Soviet 
Union has been discussed.

Brokers said the morning spurt 
was a follow up to the technical 
rally yesterday which pushed the 
Dow Index up 11.42 points.

After the embargo, what? 

Now that the Arab oil embargo against the U.S. has been lifted, Mobil 
marketers and their customers are asking these questions: 


Q: Will more gasoline and other oil prod- 
ucts now be available to U.S. consumers? 

A: Yes, but this depends on how fast and 
how much the Arab nations permit oil exports 
to increase. The wider the Arabs open the 
valves, the easier the supply situation here. 

Q: When can we begin to feel this? 

A: Any improvement will probably be grad- 
ual and spotty, depending on demand. It can 
take up to two months to feel the full impact 
of oil flowing from the Middle East across 
the ocean, through our refining and market- 
ing system, and to the service stations. 
Remember, we are just entering the high- 
demand season for gasoline, so the country 
will require more gasoline to meet the 
increasing demand. 

Q: What'sthe outlook for gasoline at service 
stations this summer? 

A: In recent years, gasoline demand has 
been growing by. 5-6% annually as the num- 
ber of cars on the road increased and as new- 
car efficiency declined because of emission 
controls. Even so, we may have adequate 
gasoline supplies this summer— /foil imports, 
return to pre-embargo levels and if con- 
sumers continue conserving oil enough to 
hold demand to last year's levels. 

Q: Will U.S. consumers have to continue to 
conserve energy over the long pull? 

A: Yes, for two reasons. First, we believe we 
■should minimize dependence on uncertain 
high-cost imported supplies. Second, energy 
of all kinds has increased in cost, and it is 
just good dollar-and-cents thrift to eliminate 
energy waste. 

Q: Whafs going to happen to petroleum 
product prices now? 

A: Oil prices are not high because of the 
embargo, but because the oil-exporting 
countries recently quadrupled the price of 
crude oil. Since foreign oil costs much more 
than the average of domestic oil, rising im- 
ports in the aftermath of the embargo will 


increase the average cost of petroleum prod- 
ucts here. We expect product prices to reflect 
this cost increase, which can be passed on to 
consumers under federal price control regu- 
lations. The widely differing import patterns 
of each company may show up as widely dif- 
fering gasoline prices at service stations. 

Q: What has to be done to make America 
embargo-proof? 

A: Three major steps have already been 
taken: the go-ahead on the Alaska pipeline, 
stepped-up leasing of some offshore areas 
for oil exploration, and Americans 1 willing- 
ness to conserve energy to date. Much more 
remains to be done: oil exploration in the 
Atlantic continental shelf, speed in oil refinery 
and nuclear plant construction, more reliance 
on coal, new processes for converting coal to 
liquid and gaseous fuels, and development of 
oil shale. But it will take years— well into the 
1980’s— to get large-scale energy from these 
new sources to the consumer. 

Q: What happens in the meantime? 

A: Before the embargo started last October, 
America depended on imports for about 35% 
of the oil consumed here. As demand 
increases, this percentage will rise even 
higher during the next'few years. By the 
1 980’s, it could begin to taper off if we develop 
our own energy sources enough to allow us 
to reduce imports to manageable levels. 

Q:What, if anything, has the embargo 
taught us? 

A: We badly need a national energy policy. 
The policy must establish a balance among 
our energy needs, our living standards, and 
our need for environmental safeguards. Only 
with such a blueprint for the future can the 
U.S. move sensibly toward self-sufficiency in 
energy. All companies in the energy business 
must have clearcut ground rules set by 
government before making the investments 
required to develop the huge quantities of 
energy the nation is going to need.

GOOD MORNING, MIDNIGHT 

By Jean Rhys. Vintage Books. 190 pp. S1.6S * 
Reviewed by Auatole Broyard 




A beautiful voman growing old 
may be one of the archetypal 
thanes . in fiction. Especially 
when she Is alone, when she has 
no career to console her, no 
husband $ ni ( children to cherish 
her other qualities, which often 
increase as if to compensate her 
lor her lost youth. Humanity, wit, 
warmth and all the myriad les- 
sons of love are so much less 
eyecatching than physical beauty. 
People must strain, peer, perse- 
vere, have patience, to see them. 
It is like being rich and losing 
one’s money: one is not less of 
a person, but there are adjust- 
ments to be made. One has tar 
be restyled, so to speak. Now the 
only luxuries are those of the 
sensibility. 

This is Sasha’s situation in 
“Good Morning, Midnight.'* Her 
first aT,ri only child has _ died and 
her husband has chosen to take 
this tragedy as an omen or 
portent, a rationalization for 
abandoning a marriage that 
brings “bad hick.”

Atlanta's 40-ycar-oId slugger, earned his 
niche among baseball's immortals today 
when he smashed the 714th home run of his 
career, tying the all-time record held fay 
Babe Ruth. 

He hit his historic bla&t in his first at- 
bat of the 1974 season— in the first inning 
against Cincinnati— to equal a mark once 
thought unreachable. 

Aaron's homer off veteran righthander 
Jack BiUIngUam cleared the leltfie-ld fence 
nbout 370 feet from home plate. The Rads, 
however, non the game, 7-6. in the ZKft 
inning. 

A stand tug* room -only crowd estimated at 
SO.OQO. and including Vice-President Ford and 
BwebalJ Commissioner Boh ie Kuhn, un- 
leashed a long, noisy tribute to the superstar. 

Aarons record -lying home run nas hit 
nn 3-1 pitch with two men on base. The 
ball failed to roach the le/tfield bleachers, 
lulling between the fence and the stadium 
wall. It was retrieved by a member of the 
Riverfront Stadium security force, brought 
back to the field and presented to Aaron by 
sccond-ba^e umpire John McSUerry. 


Ralph Garr had opened the game with a 
walk and Mlfce Lum followed with a single 
to leftfield. Alter Darrel Evans filed out, 
Aaron approached the plate to a loud ova- 
tion. He took two balls outside, then a called 
strike letter txigh, and then another ball 
before lining the next pitch over the fence. 

His Atlanta teammates poured out of the 
dugout to meet him at home plate and 
Aaron strolled to a box seat beside the 
Atlanta dugout and kissed bis wife. Then 
he went into the dugbut as the applause 
continued. He came out again when Mc- 
Shcny carried the ball to him In a brown 
paper bag. 

The game was interrupted as Kuhn, came 
onto the field to pay tribute to Aaron, along 
with Bill Bartholnmay, board chairman of 
the Braves. 

"Thank you very much," Aaron said rrom 
the field. “I'm just glad it's almost over 
with,” 

The outfielder thus ended the controversy 
that had encircled him since the Braves 
announced intentions to withhold him from 
the Cincinnati series and let him moke his

Kuhn entered the debate by advising the 
Braves that he expected thezn to use Aaron 
as they had last year, playing two of every 
three games. It wasn't learned for certain 
until Just before game time that Aaron would 
play In the opener. 

It was his 96th career home run off Cin- 
cinnati pitching and his 54th in this city. 
He hit 43 in old Crosley Held. 

Aaron has hit four other homers off BU- 
lingham— No, 528 on June 17. 1969: No. 636 
on Sept. 15, 3971; No. 641 on April 23, 1972, 
and No. 709 last Sept. 8. The first two came 
when Billingham pitched for the Houston 
Astros. 

It also marked the Utb time in two years 
that Aaron has homfired in a game pitched 
by Atlanta's Carl Morton. Morton was the 
pitcher of record lor Aaron's last three 
homers of tbe 1973 season. 

Aaron's homer gave the Braves, a 3-0 first- 
inning lead.

At a press conference here yes- 
terday, Washington public rela- 
tions man Sean Morton Downey 
announced the formation of tbe 
league, and said that teams for 
1975 already are set for Wash- 
ington, Birmingham, Memphis, 
Jersey City, Columbus. Tampa-St. 
Petersburg and' Mexico City, 

Downey, the WBA president, 
said that a schedule of between 


73 and 84 games will begin in 
late January, 1975. He said, that 
the league Is anxious to oe 
worldwide and would like to field 
teams from Japan. Venezuela. 
Mexico, Cuba, Taiwan and the 
Philippines. Other American cities 
under consideration include Seat- 
tle, New Orleans. Louis vine, 
Portland, Denver, Charlotte and 
Phoenix.

Soviet Union Confident on Bid 
To Hold 1980 Olympic Games 


MOSCOW. April 4 iReutarsi.— 
Soviet officials believe they have 
a solid claim to hold the 1980 
Olympic Games here and are con- 
fident they can make it a mem- 
orable event. 

A 30-man ministerial commit- 
tee .already has been formed to 
deal with problems likely to arise 
from an influx of between one 
and two million tourists ii the 
games are in Moscow. 

Plans are being made to recon- 
struct and modernise existing 
sports facilities and ground is 
being cleared for a new tourist 
hotel complex in the east of the 
city. 

Moscow's sole rival for the .‘080 
games is Los Angelea Both cities 
made unsuccessful bids in 1970, 
when the 1976 games were award- 
ed to Montreal. The Interna- 


tional Olympic Committee will 
decide in Vienna in Octo'crr 
where the 1980 < games will be 
held. 

Sports officials here say that 
Olympic tradition calls for a 
switch from one continent to an- 
other and. after Montreal, the 
games should be in Europe. 

They also cite other important 
reasons: "The Soviet Union has 
participated since 195a in the 
Olympic movement and has won 
more Olympic medals than any 
Other .country," says Aidar Val- 
iakhmetov. spokesman for the 
Soviet Sports Committee. 

The Soviet Union has collected 
« record 249 gold medals since its 
debut at tbe Olympics and todav 
the country spends more on en- 
couraging sport than any other 
state in the world.

Downey, a founder of the 
American Basketball Association, 
discounted previous failures ol 
othe r b aseball leagues and said 
the WBA will thrive because its 
teams will have competitive and 
talented players. He said 70 
major league baseball players, 
some very competitive and talent- 
ed. already have contacted the 
WBA.

Urban Critic Mumford Sees New Dark Age

/CAMBRIDGE, (AP) More than half a century’ of 

reflection has convinced Lewis Mumford that the world has 
entered a new Dark Age. 

Hailed as a leader In both urban planning and ecology, 
M umf ord has written more than 30 books and essays that have 
marip him a force — If controversial — -in American letters. 

The energy crisis has given Mumford new grist for his mill. 
At the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, where he la a 
visiting lecturer. Mumford said that if man Is to survive he 
must develop a new reliance on solar energy, green plants and 
manual work. 

•T think the Dark Age is already here, only we don't know 
it,” the 78-year-old Mumford said. He said that economists 
who doubt that we are heading for a depression “are talking 
through their hats.” 

A college professor without a college degree, he has been 
criticized far expounding on technical areas for which he lacks 
academic credentials. In reply he says that he's “survived'' 
and claims there's a need for thinkers like himself who put 
others' ideas together. 

A native of New York City who now "reluctantly” goes 
back. Mumford has written such books as the “Culture of 
Cities.” “The Human Prospect.” “The Pentagon of Power.” and 
'The Myth of The Machine.” His “City in History” won the 
National Book Award In 1962. In 1972. Mumford was awarded 
the National Medal for Literature. His first book, “The Story 
of Utopias.” appeared in 1922. 

Here are same of his answers during an interview: 

Q:What about tm* energy crisis? 

A: People who think it's a minor thing and should soon 
be over are living in a dreamland, really. The crisis is bound 
to get worse If we don't change our habits of life, because 
we're consuming too much energy. Not merely are we con- 
suming too much energy, we’re consuming our capital. We're 
living on the capital accumulations of a carboniferous age 
when our coal deposits, our fossil fuels were first produced. 
There's nothing left when they're gone. We have to under- 
stand this fundamental fact: that no economy can live on its 
capital. 

Q:Will people now begin to change the way they live just 
because, say. 30 years from now some experts say we may run 
out? 

A: It will probably be a shorter term than 30 years from 
now. It will affect everything. It's already affecting people's 
habits. And who knows whether the whole system may cot 
go kaput in 30 years. 

Q:Can you give any example of bow people have already 
changed their habits because of the energy crisis? 

A:Yes. they're beginning to. For example, there are now- 
80 million bicycle riders in the United States. The bicycle is 
an old invention, but it’s only recently that lt has taken on 
mass scale. Our whole mode of life has been disrupted by the 
car. Nobody travels fast in a car in a city. 

Q:What effect is the crisis going to have on the cities? 

A: First of all, I don't think anything is going to come 
easily. The changeover that is necessary in our mode of life 
wlU take as long as it did to begin the present mode of hie. 
It's taken four centuries. I don’t expect the changeover will 
go much faster, but there may be great breakdowns, great 
losses in the meanwhile. 

As a matter of fact people already notice it by tbe fact 
that they are leaving the cities in such numbers. People are 
moving out of the city to where they can do certain things by 
themselves. My neighbors— I live 100 miles north of New York — 
have begun to plant gardens. For the past 20 years they spent 
their time manicuring lawns, sometimes spending a whole day 


on a kiddy car, with a power mowing machine. Now they arc 
getting into pi«r»t ln g their own vegetables. 

I think the small community Is going to come back into its 
own. We know, by plenty of evidence, which has piled up over 
a long period, that people enjoy living in small towns more than 
they enjoy living In big cities. 

It will affect the suburbs; the commuter will come back to 
the cities. I think while tftfa applies to the suburbs, it doesn't 
apply to the country town. Our Hfe (in the country) has been 
mid p inconvenient. There wasn’t enough gas for a time. But 
everybody suspected that this was a put-up job— that there was 
plenty of gas available. 

Q:Are you convinced that the gas shortage was a put-up 

job? 

A:I have no doubt about that. Look at their (oil com- 
panies') behavior. Absolutely irresponsible. No sense of public 
obligation, at alL A big conglomerate is unassailable. Nobody 
is really In authority. The system is In authority. 

Q:You think giant corporations should be moral entities? 

A:it has moral responsibilities which we have to impose 
on the corporations and see that they accept them . 

QrThen it's the government’s responsibility? 

A: Yes, provided It’s a moral government. That's one of 
those questions tha t you have to keep pushing back. Our gov- 
ernment is not a moral government and is irresponsible and 
has allowed tbe economy to go to pieces. 

Q:Then it’s not surprising tfayt oil c om p ani es did what 
they did? 

A :No, everybody was doing it. The system is what produces 
these results because the only values that count are power and 
profit. We are now in a very dangerous situation for a reason 
that very few people suspect. Until the b eginnin g of this 
century, almost until 1940, four-fifths of the population of 
the world lived in villages or country towns on about the same 
level as the neolithic village. Now only 15 percent of the 
population is necessary to produce our entire agricultural out- 
put. We have industrial fanning, industrial farming will 
cease to operate as soon as it becomes unprofitable. What 
are we going to do when tbe cutback begins on agricultural 
consumption? It’s already happening in every family. People 
ran t afford to buy the food that is being raised at the inflated 
prices being offered. 

Tills Is going to get worse, not better. It will get worse 
until we have more local food production. That brings me to 
tbe second solution. Tbe first solution to the energy problem 
is to use solar energy un a vast scale, by plant growth. The 
second is to grow food wherever it's possible to grow food, not 
just where It's most profitable. 

Q:So the answer to high-priced food is to grow It your- 
self? 

A :Now, then there’s the third answer, you see: manual 
work. Doing more of the work that's done by machine by 
human beings. Instead of taking a car everywhere, we'll walk 
or ride a bicycle. This doesn't mean to say that we abandon 
machines. We abandon our dependence on machines. 

QtWhat should the government be doing about the energy 
crisis? 

A:It can begin by saving where it has a wonderful opportu- 
nity to save. We're spending money on the wrong things. 
Enormous amounts of money on armaments. Enormous amounts 
on expanding of so-called scientific research. We are trying hi 
find out if there is any life on Mars. We're spending enormous 
sums of money when people are dying from various causes and 
are living disordered lives. We live In a population that Is be- 
coming increasingly psychotic, violent, dangerous to their fellow 
men. These are our real problems, and we’re trying to find 
out whether we can flnrt a few germs on Mam.
